His heifer has not made the 
earlier circuit with the Maytag herd, but she certainly 
looked capable. Carrying lots of size and scale, she is full 
of character, and is especially promising in udder and 
teat placement.

Then 
she went through a period where her udder was not so 
pleasing.

The 75th or Diamond Jubilee 
Earlville Sale, held at Earlville, N. 
Y., October 14 and 15, under the 
management of R. Austin Backus, 
was a great success in every way, 
the sale total of just over $26,000 
for 172 head was practically twice 
the total of the two-day Earlville 
Sale of October 1933, when 165 
head brought a total of $13,882 and 
was in fact the highest sale total for 
a two-day Earlville Sale since May 
1930 and the top price of $500 was 
the highest paid for a female in an 
Earlville Sale in nearly ten years. 
Even so, we must admit that as a 
rule the buyers failed to recognize 
the difference between real _ top 
quality and animals of just average 
calibre by a sufficient increase in 
prices bid for the former class and 
many of the better bulls, especially, 
sold for real bargain prices. The 
average for the 73 head sold the 
first day, which was Diamond Jubilee 
Day and consisted of offerings of ex- 
tra top calibre, was $180, which was 
not quite up to the hopes of the sale 
management, but better prices the 
second day, quality considered, kept 
the average for the entire event 
above the $150 mark. 


Analysis of the sale shows that 
the 125 females of milking age aver- 
aged $154.91 for 125 head. Of these, 
the 11 with A. R. records brought 
an average of $185 with a $500 top, 
which average was the price paid for 
the one cow with a Herd Test rec- 
ord. Cows with CTA records aver- 
aged $169.41, with a $295 top. Of 
the cows of milking age without pro- 
duction records, the six from A. R. 
dams averaged $167.50, the one 
from an HIR dam brought $210, the 
14 from CTA dams averaged $150.57 
and the 62 from untested dams aver- 
aged $140.93. 


Females under two years, not yet 
in milk averaged $171.87 for 16 bred 
heifers, with a $300 top, one of the 
best prices ever paid at Earlville for 
a heifer not yet in milk. Of these 
young females, the two from A. R. 
dams averaged $230, the four from 
HIR dams averaged $133.75, the 
four from CTA dams $185 and the 
nine from untested dams $144.44.

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Admiral Ormsby Fobes 


Breed Leader—He Died as a 3-Year-Old a Dozen Years Ago— 
But His Influence is Still Potent 


IRES may come and sires may go, but once in several 
S generations appears a bull whose ability makes him 

stand out and live on. Billy Boelyn and Netherland 
Prince were such; later on came Milla’s Pietertje Nether- 
land and Hengerveld De Kol and King Segis and Sir Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes. Now, a dozen years after his 
death breeders are coming to recognize Admiral Ormsby 
Fobes as a sire deserving to rate with the greatest sires 
of all time. If he could have lived a normal span of life, 
there is little doubt that he would long since have won uni- 
versal acclaim as the greatest sire of the breed. Actually, 
he had but little over two seasons of service and when 
he died from a broken leg in August 1924 he had but two 
dozen daughters, with some additional cows then carry- 
ing calves by his service. With this small number of 
daughters, he today has thirteen daughters that have 
been tested for a year. Of this number, eleven have rec- 
ords ranging from 800 lbs. to 1,008 lbs. fat. He has two 
daughters with records above 1,000 lbs. fat in Class B. 
The entire list averages 832.2 lbs. fat, 23,177 lbs. milk, 
3.6% fat. These records were made in six different herds. 
Along with this remarkable production went type as re 
flected in the seven daughters whose pictures and rec- 
ords appear on the opposite page. Did any sire ever pro- 
duce seven daughters their equal regardless of the number 
to choose from? 

Background 

John Erickson, Master Breeder of Waupaca, Wis., bred 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes. Turning back to the World 
files in January 1919, appeared a page story, carrying a 
picture of a remarkable 2-year-old heifer, Wisconsin Fobes 
5th, together with pictures of her dam and granddam, re- 
porting a phenomenal record the heifer had completed— 
29.68 lbs. butter in 7 days at 2 years, 9 months. She was 
the first noteworthy daughter of the Erickson herd sire, 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Merecedes 37th. Her calf at that 
freshening, produced by breeding her back to her own sire, 
was Ormsby Sensation, a name later to be famous. Wis- 
consin Fobes 5th was carried about six months on yearly 
test, making 394.97 lbs. fat. Showing some signs of breed- 
ing trouble, she was dropped from test, and did not freshen 
again until two years after her first calving. This time, on 
December 13, 1920, she again dropped a bull calf, this one 
sired by Marathon Bess Burke, the young sire Mr. Erick- 
son had selected to mate with the daughters of Sir P. O. 
M. 37th. This calf was named Admiral Ormsby Fobes, 
and a half interest was quickly purchased at $7,500 by 
Emil Titel, Plymouth, Wis. 

Wisconsin Fobes 5th was not run on A. R. test in 
that lactation but was bred to freshen again almost with- 
in a year. This time, at her third freshening, she was 
run on four-time work in A. R. and was again bred for

the 305-day division. Unfortunately she failed by a few 
days to qualify for the 305-day division but was taken off 
test at the end of the ten months period, at which time 
she had produced 863.21 lbs. fat from 25,617.2 lbs. milk. 
With this record, she became recognized by the world, as 
she long had been by the Ericksons, as one of the great- 
est of the 37th daughters, and when the Erickson herd 
was dispersed a year or so later she came near topping 
the sale at $6,500. 

Admiral Ormsby Fobes broke into the news again in 

September 1924 a few months after the Erickson Dis- 
persal, when his picture, the same one that honors our 
front cover this week, appeared in the World with the 
news that this promising young sire had just died follow- 
ing a broken leg. He weighed 2,600 lbs. at three years, 
was being fitted to show at Wisconsin State Fair, and left 
about two dozen very promising daughters in the Tite] 
herd, together with a number of cows bred to him. In 
addition, Mr. Erickson had bred a few heifers to him and 
a few of Mr. Titel’s neighbors had used him. This was 
news of national interest because in the meantime the 
Erickson herd, through the work of Sir P. O. M. 87th, 
had scaled the heights and had been sold at auction in 
June of that year for an average price of $1,139, with 
Wisconsin Fobes 5th, dam of Admiral Ormsby Fobes, 
selling for $6,500. 
Later History 

Mr Titel was not lacking in appreciation of what he had 
in this group of daughters of Admiral Ormsby Fobes, 
though even he probably had no complete conception of 
what they were going to do. A practical dairyman, he 
gave them practical care, and watched them develop into 
cows that breeders just begged him to let them purchase. 
He ran a few of them on test, and they began to make 
800-lb. fat records just as fast as they were given an oppor- 
tunity. A few of them were sold into other herds, always 
at long prices, and they too began making records that 
whetted the public appetite still further. Wisconsin State 
Reformatory at Green Bay, began acquiring a number of 
them, including several of those bred by John Erickson, 
and turned out four records ranging from 843 lbs. to 978 
lbs. fat. Mr. Titel himself tested four that made from 811 
to 1,008 lbs. The latter, Vickery Ormsby Fobes, made her 
record in Class B and has proven a wonderful breeding 
cow. One of her daughters was grand champion at Wis- 
consin State Fair several years ago, and her sons head 
several noted herds, including Baker Farm. Canby & Son, 
Pinehurst Farms, ete. Mr. Titel states that this cow, 
whose picture, taken in October 1936 in 13-year-old form, 
appears on the page opposite, has done more for him than 
any other cow he ever owned, though he really feels that 
perhaps the greatest of the lot is Vickery Beauty Beech- 
wood 4th. The latter cow made 877 lbs. fat at 3% years, 
and was the dam of the three great Silver Glen herd sires 
of a few years ago. 

Paul Misner will tell you that the greatest daughter is 
Dunloggin’s old “Covered Bridge’—Juanita Longfield 
Ormsby Fobes, who at 11 years made for them 1,001.4 lbs. 
fat in B. She was bred by Mr. Titel’s neighbor, E. C. Wip- 
permann, found her way down to Silver Glen shortly before 
their dispersal, where Paul quickly spotted her and took 
her to Dunloggin where she made over 900 Ibs. fat and 
came back the next year with her 1,000-lb. fat performance. 
Mercedes Ormsby Aaggie (978 lbs. fat) was bred by 
Erickson, went in dam to E. N. Murphy, Green Bay, Wis. 
from there to Wisconsin Reformatory where her record 
was made, after which she was purchased by Dunloggit, 
where her last days were spent. They are using her 800, 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again, as a senior herd sire. 

The Admiral blood crops out quite consistently through 
his sons. Up to the last Blue Book, we note four sons 


having daughters with records from 800 to 953 lbs. fat and 
these daughters in turn have produced some of the most 
spectacular daughters of a number of our best known 
present-day sires. 

The work of Admiral Ormsby Fobes adds another bright 
chapter to the history of the breed which the Erickso? 
breeding has written and is still writing.

The National Dairy Show 


HE National now seems all set to go on. Established 

I in 1906, it omitted a show in 1915, on account of the 

foot and mouth disease epidemic, and also folded up in 

1932-33-34. Last year, through Lloyd Burlingham’s ac- 

tivity it re-opened at St. Louis, and this year, with a fine 

financial guarantee from the Texas Centennial Exposition, 
it went to Dallas for its twenty-seventh showing. 


As a stop-gap for this year, this was undoubtedly a wise 
action by the National Directors. It insured against 
financial loss and proved a fine stimulus in a growing dairy 
section. While it ws a prominent feature in the Texas 
Centennial program, there is, of necessity a loss of 
identity in such an arrangement and if the National is to 
continue as a vigorous factor in dairy cattle improvement, 
we believe the show will have to stand more firmly on its 
own feet, and must be located where it will be most acces- 
sible to larger numbers of our pure bred dairy cattle 
breeders. 


We have a definite feeling that the National Dairy 
Show is ready to go now. “Doc” Burlingham has put new 
life and spirit into it. He has built good will and made a 
“friendly” show of it. We know that exhibitors will want 
to continue their patronage. 


The question now facing the Directors is not “whether” 
as for several years past, but “where?” Columbus has ex- 
tended an urgent invitation. They had the show during 
the war years of 1917 and 1918 and the location is a good 
one, easily accessible from both East and West. The only 
objection we have heard raised is that the show dates 
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would be coming about six weeks after their big Ohio 
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State Fair at the same place, and that this might have a 
bad effect on attendance and local interest. 

There has been considerable discussion also in regarg 
to the possibility of combining with the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress. Lack of adequate hotel accommodations 
at Waterloo is a handicap difficult to overcome. We ques. 
tion also the desirability of such a move from the stand. 
point of the Dairy Cattle Congress which has demon- 
strated its ability to carry through on its own. There is 
a place for both shows. 


Harrisburg, Pa., has also been mentioned as a pos. 
sibility. They have the fine nucleus for a plant to house 
the show in excellent shape, hotels are reasonably ade- 
quate, and it would draw attendance from a great dairy 
and breeding section. It would not be as accessible for 
western exhibitors and would probably not attract much 
attendance from the great dairy states of the middle west. 
Perhaps alternate years—a show at Harrisburg and some 
place like Milwaukee or Springfield, Ill., or Indianapolis— 
would be worth considering. 


Geographically, of course, Chicago is without doubt 
the ideal place for a permanent location, accessible from 
both East and West, and for exhibitors and interested farm 
attendance. There are many prominent Chicago businegs- 
men who own farms and are breeding pure bred dairy 
cattle. They have a Farm Club which meets periodically. 
Can they not get together and put enough punch behind 
the movement to bring the Dairy Show to Chicago or 
environs? 


The sooner work can be started for 1937, the better 
the prospects for a successful show. 


November Sales 


HE month of November will afford unusual oppor- 
°[ tunities for buyers. Such fixtures as the 21st Annual 

Allegany-Steuben Breeders Sale in New York, the 
Ohio Breeders Annual Fall Sale, the 76th Earlville Sale 
and the 2lst Midwest Sale are scheduled; with several 
well established sale events to be held in Canada. In 
Pennsylvania will occur the Rivermead herd dispersal, a 
noteworthy small breeder’s herd. 

Probably all will concede that greatest and most wide- 
spread interest centers in the Elmwood Farms Dispersal 
Sale on November 9 and 10 and the 4-day U. S. National 
Fall Sale in Wisconsin the following week, with 350 head 
going under the hammer. Both of these sales are attract- 
ing international attention. 

In these sales nearly 1,000 head of pure bred Holsteins 
will be sold during the month. The unanswered question 
at this writing is as to how well the market will absorb 
this large offering. We know that the demand is strong, 
particularly where feed supplies are reasonably adequate. 
Milk prices are only temporarily softened by heavy fall 
production, and all agencies look for short supplies and 
strong price levels throughout the winter months. The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture in a news release dated 
October 21 covering the present dairy situation makes the 
following observation: 

“With the outlook for moderate supply and at the 
same time for improvement in the buying power of 
consumers, a further rise in prices of dairy products 
during the remainder of the year is in prospect, and 
prices for the coming winter and early spring prob- 
ably will average the highest in 7 or 8 years.” 

With this background, we look for a strong demand for 
cows, but with these large numbers being sold there might 
be a question as to there being a large enough number 
of buyers present at any one sale to take all of the ani- 
mals offered at prices fair to the sellers. Those in charge 
of these sales have been diligent in letting the buying pub- 
lic know the merits of the animals to be offered, and we 
expect large crowds. That has been the case at the good 
fall sales already held. The Earlville Diamond Jubilee at 
Earlville found even standing room at a premium. 

The point we particularly want to make is that the in- 
dustry has a tremendous stake in the success of these 
public auction sales. If they go well it supports the 
strength of the entire private sale market. If they are 
unsatisfactory, they have a corresponding effect in the 
other direction. 

With the market improving as it has been, we have 
been pleased to note a marked improvement in the quality 
of consignment sale offerings. Breeders now have enou 
confidence in the market so they are willing to let their 
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petter animals go to the highest bidder. 


Buyers appar- 
ently have not been unappreciative of this fact. Dis- 
persals too are always interesting to buyers, but not for 
years has there been such a noted array of breeding ani- 
mals offered at auction from one herd as will be found 
at Elmwood. 

We haven’t a shadow of doubt that the trend of Hol- 


stein prices will be upward for some years to come. It is 
still a good time to buy, and we think breeders will be 
justified in the expense of travelling fairly long distances 
to attend these sales, prepared to grab off bargains as 
well as to secure producing and breeding animals that 
will be worthwhile additions to their herds. 

Come and bring your basket. 


Royal Show Next 


INDING up the 1936 show season, the Royal Win- 
W ter Fair of Canada will hold the boards for a week 

starting November 18. Present indications are that 
it will close in a blaze of glory. The leading show herds 
of Canada will be on hand, including the famous C. P. R. 
and Hays herds from Alberta; M. L. McCarthy and J. Wal- 
ter Jones from the Maritimes; Mount Victoria and possibly 
Raymondale from Quebec and the usual galaxy of stars 
from Ontario that make the competition interesting any- 
where. We have not yet received the complete entry list, 
but we know that Wisconsin Board of Control and Cornell 
University have been flirting with the idea of exhibiting 
here. There may be others. 

In any event, it will be a show well worth travelling 
miles to see. We have yet to find a Royal Show visitor 
who was not delighted with the color and atmosphere 
which make this annual event so distinctive. Holsteins 
will be judged on Thursday and Friday, November 19 and 
20. The veteran Canadian breeder and judge, M. H. Haley, 
will officiate as judge, with Axel Hansen as his associate. 


The Cover 


Ek go back into history a bit for our cover illus- 
W eration this week to pay our respects to a sire 

who died a dozen years ago, but whose influence 
still lives on. Admiral Ormsby Fobes suffered an un- 
timely end when only a 3-year-old bull, so that his 
service was strictly limited, but no sire today rates 
higher in the estimation of thoughtful breeders and his 
blood is keenly sought. 

His dam, Wisconsin Fobes 5th, was one of the first 
crop of daughters of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
in the Erickson herd. Admiral Ormsby Fobes was her 
second calf, born after a two-year interval from her 
first freshening, when she dropped her first son, Ormsby 
Sensation. Admiral Ormsby Fobes was one of the first 
crop of calves by Marathon Bess Burke, whose real

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worth as a sire was not fully appreciated until long 
after the Erickson sale in 1924. Wisconsin Fobes 6th 
had two later sons by Marathon Bess Burke, and though 
both were creditable sires that have bred on very well, 
neither of them have begun to duplicate the work of 
Admiral. 

Does the answer lie in the females with which Ad- 
miral was mated? All three were used in herds of un- 
usual merit and the Admiral daughters were bred in 
three different herds. Did the fact that his dam had 
an extra year’s breeding rest before his birth have any- 
thing to do with it? We have never heard that theory 
advanced or seen any data regarding it. His sire, Mara- 
thon Bess Burke, was 13 months old at the time of the 
service that produced him. Suppose he had been ruled 
out of consideration because his sire was not a proved 
bull! Dr that he had been merely “sampled” for a year 
and then laid aside for his own proving! The answer 
to that, of course, is that he might not have broken his 
leg in that case and might still be living. 

And so we could go on with suppositions that prove 
nothing. The facts are that he was by a line-bred sire 
of well known and proven breeding, a son of K P O P 
from a high record daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and Spring Brook Bess Burke. His own dam 
had made a sensational record as a two-year-old and 
had the marks of real greatness, from a great line of 
dams and by a sensational sire, Sir Pietertjé Ormsby 
Mercedes 37th. The young bull, himself, was a sturdy 
individual, strongly line-bred in Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes and Bess Burke lines. He represented so much 
promise that a small breeder, Emil Titel, who had vision 
and the real breeder’s sense, paid $7,500 for a half 
interest in him, and still calls it the best investment he 
ever made. 

There was still a degree of luck in the matter, for 
while the two younger full brothers were unusually good 
sires, they definitely missed the compelling greatness 
that Admiral Ormsby Fobes possessed. In one of our 
features this week, we present some of the story of the 
work of Admiral Ormsby Fobes. From this data read- 
ers may draw their own conclusions as to theories of 
breeding. 





Geoffrey G. Burlingame 


EOFFREY G. BURLINGAME, senior partner in the 
(; well known farm management firm of Burlingame, 

King & Dunk, Inc., died October 25 from a heart 
attack. He was on a business trip in Canada, and his 
death occurred at Sherbrooke, Quebec. Mr. Burlingame, 
who was 51 years of age, had lived for the past thirty 
years at Cazenovia, N. Y., where he formerly maintained 
a choice herd of Holsteins. He was graduated from 
Cornell University in 1907 and joined the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America in 1910. He has the distinc- 
tion of being one of the owners of King of the Pontiacs 
at the time of his death following the Stevens Brothers 
Dispersal in 1917. His company, which occupied a lead 
ing place in the farm and country estate management 
field, maintained offices in New York, Providence, North 
Carolina and Cazenovia, N. Y. Surviving in his immediate 
family are his wife, Mrs. Lucy Paten Burlingame, a daugh- 
ter, Catherine, and two brothers. Private funeral services 
were held from the family home in Cazenovia, October 28. 


Lloyd H. Munger 

LOYD H. MUNGER, Holstein breeder of Mexico, N. 
L Y., died Oct. 6 while harvesting corn for a neighbor. 

No one witnessed the tragedy, but his body was 
found lodged beneath the corn harvester, having 
apparently been dragged some distance by the driverless 
team. Doctors estimated that he had been dead more 
than an hour when the accident was discovered. Mr. 
Munger was a member of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America and was serving his second term as a 
Director of the Oswego County Holstein Club. He was 
born in the town of New Haven 60 years ago and had 
lived on his farm in the outskirts of Mexico the past 31 
years. For many years he has operated a retail milk route 
in Mexico and vicinity and had one of the good Holstein 
herds of the county. He was a member of Mexico Grange 
and of the First Baptist Church of Mexico. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, a son, a daughter and a sister, all of 
Mexico. Burial was in the Mexico cemetery on October 9. 
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“If you love a thing well enough, 


you make it yours,’’ wrote Starr 
King. 
Based upon this statement, Hol- 


stein-Friesian cattle are mine. I 
spent years in developing a splendid 
herd of them,—-Graceland Holstein- 
Friesians,—and they repaid me 
many fold; not merely financially, 
but in health and happiness, which 
was also extended to a great many 
other people. 

I am saddened to announce, that 
as an individual herd, my Graceland 
Holstein-Friesians, is no more; de- 
spite the fact that I am long in 
years, and have the age and faith 
of youth, circumstances wholly be- 
yond my control, have finally forced 
me to relinquish my personal care 
and attention of these beautiful cat- 
tle 

While I am saddened by their go- 
ing, I am happy to say that I have 
found homes for them where they 
will receive kindness and friendly 
treatment in the present herds of 
John L. Simmons, Jr., Byron E. Haz- 
ard and Irving H. Sweet, all well- 
known Holstein men here in Rhode 


Island, where I shall visit them on 
many occasions. That grand old 
sire,—-Colantha Sir Pontiac Korn- 
dyke 407201, ts no more, but has 


gone the way of his ancestors,—into 
beef, being probably the largest 
dairy breed bull in this state,— 
weighing nearly 2,900 lbs. 

Thus Graceland Herd becomes a 
memory, and I am relegated to the 
status of a ‘“‘has-been.’”’ This does 
not mean that I shall no longer 
champion the product of the Hol- 
stein breed, which through the mem- 
bers of my former herd, I learned 
to know and appreciate the value of 
Holstein milk, for I shall carry on 
as long as I physically can, such 
little preachments that I may set 
forth as a symbol of encouragement 
and helpfulness to other breeders, 
for my love of the Holstein cow 
makes yours mine, and I will be see- 
ing you and them as often as I 
ean. 


Don’t stop talking Holstein milk; 
don’t discontinue advertising MHol- 
stein milk, for this milk to be prop- 
erly advertised, we must keep the 
subject continuously before the pub- 
lic,—just as the big radio advertis- 
ers do theirs. We must keep ‘‘thresh- 
ing the same straw.”’’

Wrong conclusion. Perhaps the 
reason why so much information re- 
sults unsatisfactorily, is because it 
is very likely to be one’s personal 
conclusions. The following’ will 
serve to illustrate this point:

The other: ‘No, I’ve been fall- 
ing off ever since I started.” This 
is what the questioner wanted to 
know,—so she took up horse-back 
riding; her conclusions were prob- 
ably disapointing. 


Another questioner asked about 
milk being fattening. We explained 
that is certain foods then being con- 
sumed were eliminated in whole or 
in part from her diet, and milk sub- 
stituted therefore, milk would not 
be fattening; that milk of itself, was

not a fat-creating food like many 
others; that milk was the ‘‘wonder 
food.’’ 


The lady concluded that if milk 
was such a remarkable food, she 
would add it to her present diet. 
Building a pig with milk alone is 
likely to be a slow process,—but 
add corn meal, and what is the re- 
sult?

Minerals: Evidently our reference 
to the need and use of minerals in 
feeding dairy cattle,—particularly 
iodine in the form of manganous io- 
dide,— attracted much interest, for 
letters were received from many 
breeders in widely distributed states 
and from Canada, asking for further 
information. The first inquiry we 
answered by letter, but so many 
others followed that we merely sent 
acknowledgement of the quest, and 
suggested that they might find it in 
some number of the World. 


We were also asked to supply a 
formula for mineral ration; this we 
dislike to do in view of the fact that 
there are certain mineral mixtures 
or mineral rations on the market, 
which could readily be made known 
to dairymen desirous of using such 
material, through the medium of 
this periodical; apparently we have 
paved the way for such advertising 
herein, and offer the manufacturers 
of such feeding stuff the suggestion 
that manganous iodide be substituted 
for the potassium iodide now em- 
ployed in their commercial mixtures. 
Such mixtures, properly compound- 
ed, could be sold to dairymen at 
prices less than he could probably 
mix it for himself. 


However, based upon what some 
dairy husbandry authorities have 
had to say as to lime, bone and salt 
being quite sufficient as was sug- 
gested in the article under July 11, 
1936, I am using this as a basis 
with which two or three other im- 
portant ingredients in a mineral mix- 
ture, may be added and mixed at 
home: 
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Salt 40 Ib. 
*Edible bone meal ...... 40 Ib. 

Finely ground limestone 20 Ip. 
**Manganese iodide ...... 1 tb. 

P’dered copper sulphate 0.3 Ib. 

Precipitated iron oxide .. 4 Ib, 

Mix together most thoroughly,— 
using approximately 5 lb. of this 
mineral mixture to 100 lb. of dairy 
ration, or the above quantity may 
be intimately mixed with one ton 
of dairy ration, which may then be 
fed at the rate of 1 lb. for each 4 
lb. of milk produced per cow. 


*Instead of using the usually dis- 
agreeable smelling. ground, 
steamed bone, I prefer the pre- 
cipitated calcium phosphate which 
may be obtained as a by-product 
from gelatine manufacturers,— 
using the same number of pounds 
of this latter. 


**It may be that Manganous iodide 
is not ready on hand at the retail 
or wholesale druggists; in such 
case use Potassium iodide (1 lb.) 
and Manganese sulphate (2 lb.) 
Commercial mineral mixtures con- 

tain a larger number of mineral in- 
gredients,—one of them being char- 
coal, which in rather large doses is a 
splendid absorbent and possessed of 
several mechanical uses in the in- 
testinal tract. But the foregoing 
formula will furnish a_ reasonably 
good mineral ration. As previously 
stated, the minerals of the legumes, 
alfalfa and clover, are _ usually 
sufficient, but additional chemical 
salts to the dairy ration may prove 
beneficial. 

After a herd has been fed the 
above minerals in their grain for 
about three months, I have found it 
quite sufficient to merely add one 
tablespoonful of the m*‘neral mix- 
ture to the grain as it was being fed 
to the cows. In this particular mix- 
ture, I have been more concerned 
with the manganese, iron, iodine 
and copper than the bulk of the 
mineral ash in feeding plants, which 
is chiefly, calcium and phosphorous, 
of which, properly fed cattle are 
likely to get sufficient in their reg- 
ular food.

A Growing Source of Milk 
Competition 

Going back a bit to the subject of 
milk advertising,—more particularly 
to the increased necessity of adver- 
tising our milk in many localities, 
we find that the milk goat is steD- 
ping forward at a rather rapid pace 
The demand for this little milking 
animal is steadily increasing. The 
number of goat herds in this vicinity 
are quite numerous, numbering from 
a dozen milkers to more than fifty.

condition. It is pleasing to see these high record heifers 
come back like this. Bessie Ormsby Fayne Lady, a large, 
strong daughter of King Bessie, took second for Elmwood, 
with K B K O Josephine, a Dick Paul entry, in third place. 
Wonderful udder and veining and quality seldom found. 
Shy of middle right now, but when she developes that— 
look out. Pride Bessie Lorraine, All-American junior 
yearling a couple of seasons ago, was in fourth place, a 
big, rangy milking heifer. She made 739 lbs. fat last year 
as a two-year-old and is recently fresh again. Interesting 
to note that in this class the winner and the third and 
fourth prize heifers are each sired by a different son of 
King Bessie, while the second and seventh heifers are 
King Bessie daughters.

Here were three great tops, the winner going through 
to grand championship. A clear cut winner was the Dun- 
loggin entry, Dunloggin Elenora, All-American as a two- 
year-old and three-year-old, and grand champion at Mary- 
land State Fair in her only previous showing this year. 
Near calving, though still milking, this splendid daughter 
of the 1933 All-American Aged Cow is showing in almost 
perfect bloom and fit. She has style and character, a 
great heart and middle, strong top, wide level rump, and 
a good udder, slightly quartered perhaps, but apparently 
well attached and of fine texture. A very worthy winner 
and a very worthy grand champion. To win her class, she 
had to beat another really great four-year-old who has been 
campaigning since August without a previous defeat by a 
four-year-old. Johanna Tidy Vale Lady, Larsen entry, 
was grand champion at Eastern States Exposition, Michi- 
gan and Missouri State Fairs. Fresh in July before start- 
ing her long circuit, and milking heavily, she had lost 
some of her body and bloom but still rates as a top con- 
tender in any show. She is clean cut in front, with good 
shoulder, strong back and loin, rump and pins as you like 
them, and especially good rear udder attachment. In the 
same condition as Elenora, it would be a most interesting 
battle indeed. Rather overshadowed by these two, but a 
great heifer nevertheless was Elmwood Mila Ormsby 24d, 
from Wisconsin Board of Control. Showing bone dry she 
gives great promise, with her unusual spring of rib, strong 
top and body capacity. Wayne County Training School of 
Michigan had a creditable entry in fourth place above 
three King Bessie daughters.

A splendid lot of useful cows—and when the smoke had 
cleared away it was found that the top eight had records 
averaging 816 lbs. fat—one of the finest demonstrations of 
type and production combined it has ever been our 
privilege to see. Wisconsin’s great Meadow Ormsby 
Beauty 2d, grand champion at each of her previous starts, 
including Waterloo, could not be denied inspite of the 
handicap of freshening at the show. She had lost some 
of her immense middle and her udder was quite badly 
caked so that in this condition she did not compare with 
her great Waterloo showing, but no judge could overlook 
her wonderful, strong dairy character as reflected in every 
line, and she quickly went to the top. Her present record 
is 759.8 Ibs. fat, which Archie Sandberg hopes to increase 
materially when he gets her back to business in the Re 
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formatory herd at Green Bay. Second place representeg 
considerable of a problem. For a time Maytag’s great 
1057-lb. fat cow, Mankato De Kol Ormsby 4th, stood in 
second place, but finally gave way to the Dunloggin entry 
Glencliff M B B Vernon Segis (830.8 lbs. fat), a daughter 
of Marathon Bess Burke. Both are great, large framed 
cows of real Holstein character. The Maytag cow, re. 
cently fresh with twins, did not have quite the depth of 
middle of the Marathon daughter, who is due later this 
month, and the Dunloggin entry was considerably better 
at rump and tail setting.

In the bull section, King Bessie Gypsie had the call 
over his younger competitors, though any one of the three 
would have been a creditable recipient of the honor. 
Among the seniors, it was a real battle between the Wis- 
consin aged bull and Dick Paul’s three-year-old, with the 
top honors finally going to Pietertje Ormsby Denver 
Prince. Judge Moscrip considers him better in the heart 
and with wider pin bones; also more masculine in type and 
character. The son of King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby was 
Promptly chosen as Reserve Grand Champion male. 

Among the females, the Larsen calf, Forum Varietta, 
showing in wonderful bloom following her slight illness 
at Waterloo, was Moscrip’s choice for junior honors over 
her sister, Forum Haviland and the Maytag “dark horse” 
senior yearling winner. Here again the fit was a close 
one. In the senior section, it would have been a battle 
royal if the Wisconsin Beauty cow had not been so handi- 
capped by her recent freshening. As it was, Dunloggin 
Hlenora had little difficulty in going through to the sen- 
for and then grand championship, with Meadow Ormsby 
Beauty 2d as Reserve. Old Elenora, All-American Aged 
Cow in 1988, after knocking at the National door year 
after year and never quite making it, now has a daugh- 
ter that has achieved this high honor. Friends of the 
family were pleased. 
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Get of Sire (10) 

Ten strong groups made up this significant class. Judge 
Moscrip selected for his leader the Dick Paul group by 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby, himself a member of such 
winning groups so consistently in an earlier day. The 
winning entry was composed of King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby 14th (the Reserve grand champion); K B K O 
Josephine, a little bundle of quality who was third 3-year- 
old; K B K O Rosie, just out of the money in that fine 
class and the junior yearling bull, King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby 25th, fourth in class. Their ribbons were not so 
impressive as some of the other groups, but they did make 
a very uniform, dairy-like group. With this winning went 
the R. E. Haeger Memorial Trophy. Next to them followed 
three groups sired by King Bessie himself with a fourth 
King Bessie group in eight place. The second prize lot 
were King Bessie 36th, with Iva, Elaine and Coquette, 
above King Bessie Gypsie with Minnie, Lucy and Onyx. 
We wondered if perhaps too much weight was being given 
to maturity as between these two groups. Forum Mono- 
gram had a group (including two blue ribbon heifers) in 
fifth place, and Forum Dominant one in seventh for Lar- 
sen—otherwise the class was all King Bessie. Four by 
King Bessie himself; one, the winners, by King Bessie 
Korndyke Ormsby, and another in sixth place, by King 
Bessie Progressor.

This was conceded to be the finest Produce aggregation 
yet brought out. Quickly going to the top was Dunloggin’s 
great pair of young cows from Pietertje Homestead Belle. 
These were New Year Belle (1038 lbs. fat in B) and Dun- 
loggin Bessie Homestead (706 lbs. fat in B at 2 years). In 
class they won fourth aged cow and first three-year-old. 
To Dunloggin goes the Frank Price Memorial Trophy for 
the next year, as a result of this win. 

Crowding them in second place were Larsen’s great pair 
out of Johanna Ormsby Colantha Lad. They were Forum 
Varietta (junior champion of the show) and Johanna Tidy 
Vale Lady, runner-up in class to the grand champion. Then 
came Elmwood’s sensational pair from Little Gypsie. 
These were King Bessie Gypsie (junior champion bull) and 
Bessie Ormsby Lucy, classy three-year-old who won her 
class at Waterloo but had a hard time calving in the in- 
terim, and was accordingly handicapped here. 

Down in fourth place Dick Paul showed the progeny of 
Popevale Lady Ollie Denver, made up of “14th,” the Re 
serve Grand Champion bull, and his young full brother, 
King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 25th. Wisconsin Board of 
Control had a great pair of young cows from Elmwood 
Mila Ormsby in fifth place, over Elmwood Farms fine 
pairs from Pietertje Ormsby Polkadot and Pearl Abbe- 
kerk Dixie. There was not a group here unworthy of a 
National ribbon.

CENSUS FIGURES ON COWS 
MILKED 

A census report from the Bureau 
of Census covering numbers of cows 
milked and milk and butter produc- 
tion has recently been issued, based 
upon the figures shown by the U. 8. 
Census of Agriculture taken in 
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1935. These figures show an in- 
crease of 3,457,268 in the numbers 
of cows milked in 1934 over the fig- 
ures of five years earlier. Eight 
states each reported more than a 
million cows milked in 1934. Wis- 
consin easily ranked first with 2,- 
104,535. Minnesota was second with 
1,717,623; Iowa was third with 1,- 
485,135; New York fourth with 1,- 
298,930 and Texas fifth with 1,- 
220,021. Next in order came Illinois, 
Missouri and Ohio. These eight 
states represent 44.8% of the United 
States total. All states with the ex- 
ception of Massachusetts, Nevada 
and Utah showed a gain in number 
of cows milked. The greatest nu- 
merical increases were reported in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, each show- 
ing an approximate increase of a 
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quarter of a million. For the coun- 
try as a whole, 77.5 per cent of the 
farms reported milk production in 
1934 as against 73.4 per cent in 
1929. 

Although the number of farms re- 
porting cows milked increased 661,- 
356, about u = sixth over five 
years earlier, the production 10,- 
666,065,473 gallons, was 3.5% be- 
low that reporting for 1929. The 
average production per cow milked 
was 434 gallons in 1934 compared 
with 523 gallons in 1929. The ma- 
jor portion of this decline is no 
doubt due to the unprecedented 
drought of 1934, which is evident 
from a comparison of the decrease 
by states with a map of the emerg- 
ency drought area.

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Secretary Kalaugher in Oxford Co. 


Some weeks ago we announced the 
intended visit to Canada of J. P. 
Kalaugher, Secretary of the New 
Zealand Friesian Association, who, 
with Mrs. Kalaugher, was at that 
time spending a few months on the 
Continent in Europe, and also the 
British Isles. During the first week 
in October, on the occasion of their 
visit to the Brantford office of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada, we were privileged to make 
the acquaintance of this very charm- 
ing couple, and while we learned 
that both are New Zealand born, we 
found it difficult to associate them 
with any country other than the 
British Isles. Mr. Kalaugher, now 
well past middle age, and of Irish 
descent, resembles very much our 
impression of the old country squire 
whose greatest interest in life would 
be the welfare of those about him. 
And probably for reason that he has 
earned super-annuation with the Ed- 
ucational Branch of the New Zea- 
land Department of Agriculture, his 
devotion to rural problems, Field 
and Animal Husbandry is not at all 
surprising. 

His association with the Friesian 
Society of New Zealand dates only 
from the time of his Government re- 
tirement. Accompanying him and 
Secretary Clemons on an inspection 
tour of the herds in Oxford County, 
we were soon to learn however, that 
he has at some time, familiarized 
himself in no uncertain way with 
the breed which he_ represents. 
There was, of course, not sufficient 
time with only one afternoon at our 
disposal to call at every farm in Ox- 
ford on which could be found a herd 


of good cattle. Mr. Clemons was 
anxious however that the Secretary 
from the sister-Dominion should see 
the type of animals that place in our 
show rings here, and also those with 
production scores of note. First 
point of call was at T. R. Dent’s, 
Springbank Farm, which is the home 
of old ‘‘Countess’’ was scheduled in 
Mr. Kalaugher’s itinerary, made up 
since early Spring in New Zealand. 
Her passing in the meantime was 
cause for disappointment, but the 
tentative plans now under way for a 
memorial plot were explained to the 
visitor and this made up in some 
measure for the disappointment. The 
production scores of the many 
“Countess” granddaughters includ- 
ing the latest 24,600-lb. 2-year-old 
Springbank Aristocrat Adeline, 
seemed almost an incredible figure 
to Mr. Kalaugher; but as for Spring- 
bank Aristocrat the 5-year-old son 
of Countess, this he termed the 
strongest dairy quality bull of good 
size, that he has seen in any county 
since his visit to Holland. Appreci- 
ation was also expressed with refer- 
ence to the 26,000-lb. Dewdrop 
Segis Changeling, and her two sis- 
ters at Douglas Hart’s; as well as in 
the somewhat heavy type 2-year-old 
Silver Acres Segis Rag Apple, which 
placed third in the dry class at the 
Cc. N. E. for Fred Thornton. The 
five-year-old Freel & S§Son’s sire, 
Hays’ Sensation, seems much the 
type, to Mr. Kalaugher, as the Brit- 
ish Friesian breeder would favor; 
and the London reserve champion 
milking 3-year-old, Bessie Mercedes 
Hartog Echo, in the Wm. Jones 
stables, was said to be the type 








pleasing to New Zealanders. While 
we realize that in this short narra- 
tive we have been stepping along 
rather swiftly, the idea which we 
have tried to convey is that if given 
the opportunity these New Zealand 
Friesian breeders are plenty capable 
of picking out our good ones provid- 
ing the prices did not deter them. 
We understand however, that the 
price range there is not nearly as 
favorable as our own and the top 
for even the best bulls very rarely 
exceeds $500. 

Inquiring as to the association 
matters in the New Zealand Friesian 
Association we were informed that 
registrations ran about 3,000 ani- 
mals annually with bulls numbering 
about 700. In official production 
tests the term used in certificate of 
record and on yearly work the check 
tests are made once each month. 
But unlike our own Canadian Rec- 
ord of Performance the breeder in 
New Zealand pays for the service 
and pays quite a substantial amount 
at that. For the first cow placed on 
official test the cost to the owner fs 
roughly $40.00 with $15.00 for each 
additional cow. To members how- 
ever, the Friesian Association makes 
a refund of $25.00 on the first cow 
so the cost to the breeder is actually 
$15.00 per cow. By comparison, it 
would seem that Canadian breeders 
are fortunate indeed, but even at 
that the percentage who take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity, remains 
still very, very small. There is also 
in New Zealand the “group herd 
test’? which we presume is much the 
same as the cow testing associations 
in the U. S. A., and this carries more 
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or less official status and the cost 
runs in the neighborhood of 75c 
per cow, varying with the size of the 
herd. Here, there is no herd test 
plan which is free, to lessen their 
appreciation for official tests. But 
at that they have in New Zealand 
many compensations which result 
in lower production costs as com- 
pared with our own. Their winter 
season, or rather the season cover- 
ing their feeding season, is from mid 
June to late July and rarely if ever 
do they have more than four or five 
degrees of frost. For this five or 
six weeks’ period some hay and 
fodder are required but for almost 
eleven months of the year pasture, 
supplemented with a very limited 
amount of ground oats, make up the 
dairy herd rations. Little wonder 
that Secretary Kalaugher refers al- 
ways to New Zealand as the dairy- 
man’s paradise 


AV KATON HALL 

KMaton Hall Farm, King, Ont., has 
long been one of the leading Hol- 
-tein breeding establishments — in 
Canada In itself it is also one of 
the beauty spots of rural Ontario 
Here is a somewhat modest mansion 
termed a French Villa, resides Tim 
othy Eaton, son of Lady Eaton, 
namesake and grandson of the foun- 
der of the great merchandising firm 
of T. Baton Company. During the 
past year with the dismantling of 
“Ardwold” the Toronto residence of 
the Katon family, the greenhouses at 
Ardwold which have furnished so 
inany floral displays to the Canadian 
National Mxhibiton and Roval 
Shows, have been transferred to 
Eaton Hall, a feature which of course 
increases the nterest for visitors 
here. And it aiso adds another spe- 
cial departmen! to the Farm. In the 
listing of the various departments 
we have no idea as to the order in 
which they should be made but as 
for ourselves most of our afternoon 
was spent inspecting the Holstein 
herd, the orchards, and the — field 
crops about the farm If you pass 
up the greenhouses, it is probably 
impossible to determine the depart- 
ment to which Manager P. L. Why- 
tock is most paitial--but as we have 
aid you must pass up the. green- 
houses. Of late years, however, we 
note that he has become a keen stu- 
dent of Holstein blood lines and has 
had at Eaton Hail a carefully planned 
breeding program. The present herd 
of younger breeding animals has 
‘hrough the use of the senior herd 
sire Abegweit King Abbekerk, been 
strongly infused with Prince Co- 
lanthus Abbekerk blood. The above 
mentioned herd sire it will be re- 
membered, although never making 
the championship award has for the 
past several years been around the 
top of the three, four, and five-year- 
old bulls at the C. N. E. and Royal 
and he is sired by the former ‘“Al!- 
American”’ champion sire Brookholin 
Inka and out of Queen Artis Mercena 
20,000 Ib.

It is always a pleasure to stop at 
‘“‘Northwood”’, Birch Hills, Sask., the 
home of Thos. Hampson and his 
herd of good Holsteins.

Mr. Hampson started with pure 
bred Holsteins in 1927 when he pur- 
chased his foundation animals from 
Hays & Company of Calgary, Alta.

matings with this bull impossible. 
The first bull to come from Hays & 
Company was King Posch Superba 
No. 80104, by Nockdair King Prilly 
Superba Posch No. 60776, and out 
of Juanita Mechthilde Teake No. 
100437, who has a mature record 
of 21055 lbs. milk and 821.25 lbs. 
fat. 

Then came Hays Vancouver Boy 
No. 91387, by Montvic Rag Apple 
DeKol, and out of Hays’ Edenvale 
Queen Ormsby who has produced 
20384 lbs. milk and 943.75 Ibs. of 
fat, average test 3.70%. Mr. Hamp- 
son is particularly pleased with the 
showing this bull has made as his 
progeny are uniformly typey ani- 
mals. 

His present sire is Hays’ Romeo 
Mo. 1039438, by Montvic Rag Apple 
Hartog No. 73356, and out of Hays’ 
Trixie Prilly 2nd No. 211984. Last 
year Romeo was passed up by the 
judges at both fairs that he was 
shown but this year he was first in 
class at Melfort showing against 
some of the same bulls as he met in 
1935. He is a slow developer and I 
was surprised at the improvement 
shown. His calves are straight in 
the rump and show good depth as 
may be seen by the picture of his 
gon which was declared the best 
Saskatchewan bred male exhibited 
at Melfort. 

Mr. Hampson has let someone of 
the firm of Hays & Company do all 
the selecting of his bulls. This 
method seems to be working out to 
advantage satisfactorily and might 
be practiced by all small breeders. 

The foundation cow, Hays’ Ma- 
vourney Prilly 2nd, has had 6 calves, 
3 bulls and 3 heifers. First there 
was Northwood Prilly Segis Ormsby

ers. 

Prilly 2nd’s next calf was Allison 
No. 230681, by Braeburn Segis Mc. 
Kinley. Allison has a 3-year-old (, 
T. A. record of 10,632 lbs. of milk 
and 375.2 lbs. of fat. She hag algo 
won several prizes at Melfort and 
Prince Albert Fairs. 


Then came a bull, John Prilly 
Posch by King Posch Superba. This 
bull is now in the herd of P. Walsh, 
Prince Albert. In my opinion this 
bull is going to leave some wonder- 
ful get and it is unfortunate that he 
was not shown at some of the fairs 
this year. In condition he would 
have made the good ones step. 

Then came Mavourney No. 271211, 
by Hays Vancouver Boy. Mr. Hamp- 
son expects great things of this cow 
and there is no mistaking the fact 
that she is a beauty. She has a C. 
T. A. record of 13,176 lbs. of milk 
and 457.1 lbs. of fat, as a 2-year- 
old, and although she freshened on 
September 30th, 1935, took third 
prize in the milking competition for 
heifers at Melfort fair in July of 
1936. She was also awarded first 
prize for best Saskatchewan bred fe- 
male at this same show. 


Then came a bull which died soon 
after birth, and her last calf was a 
bull, Northwood Vancouver Boy. He 
is a real promising calf. 

Mr. Hampson’s herd has been un- 
der test in the Carrot River Valley 
Herd Improvement Association since 
it was started in 1930. Up to the 
present he has twice won the Buckle 
Trophy emblematic of the highest 
producing herd for butterfat on test 
under supervision of the Saskatche- 
wan Department of Agriculture. In 
1932 his herd of 5 cows produced an 
average of 477.0 lbs. of fat and in 
1935 he had 7 cows that gave an 
average of 12,727 lbs. of milk, and 
471.4 lbs. of fat. 

Mr. Hampson ships cream to 
Prince Albert, and has found that it 
does not pay to get over-stocked. His

TWO HEAVY PRODUCERS 

On a recent visit to the herd of D. 
H. and Francis B. McKibbon, Glanford 
Station, Ontario, we saw a couple of 
the heaviest milking cows that we 
have run across for some time. A four- 
year-old cow, Queen Pasma Lee, fres1- 
ening in July, had already produced 
8800 lbs. of milk in three and a half 
months on a sub-division B- record, 
giving her an average of about 84 lbs. 
a day. This cow had a two-year-old 
record of over 14,000 in sub-division 
B and was a straight smooth cow, but 
her udder showed signs of heavy 
usage, as it might well do, for she 
went as high as 103% lbs. a day on 
three times a day milking and 96 lbs. 
on twice a day. 

Another cow that caught our eye 
was Aaggie Sylvia Abbekerk, a seven- 
year-old with a nice udder. She made 
over 2.400 lbs. of milk in September 
on twice-a-day milking, and went as 
high as 91 lbs. a day. She had two 
previous records, both with over 
15,000 lbs. milk. One as a two-year- 
old in 305 days and the other as a 
four-year-old in Sub. B. 

Mrs. McKibbon is a sister of George 
Barnard and two of their recent herd 
sires have come from this herd, which 
helps to explain the high production. 
The McKibbon herd numbers about 
nineteen head. 

The greatest assets of the McKibbon 
farm however, are the sons who are 
showing unusual in the development 
of the herd.

With one leading show herd from 
the Maritimes absent, some close 
classes were brought out at the Nova 
Scotia Provincial Exhibition, Halifax. 
Lonsdale Farm, Sussex, N. B., had 
their usual string of good tops in the 
aged classes but the small breeders 
came in for a goodly share of the rib- 
bons in the younger sections. The 
aged bull Lonsdale Ne Plus Ultra was 
showing in excellent form and went 
through for senior and grand cham- 
pionships, living up the traditions of 
his sire, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad and 
his dam the beautiful little Jewel cow, 
both of which were consistent winners 
before the sickle of Father Time re- 
moved them from the spotlight. Re- 
serve grand was claimed by Colby 
Lewis of Freetown, P. E. I., one of the 
younger breeders whose herd has very 
few tail enders. With only seventeen 
head of cattle in all, fifteen of them 
came to the show and there are few 
herds of any breed with so many good 
ones with so few to choose from. R. 
A. Profitt, Freetown, P. E. I., is an- 
other small breeder who pretty much 
clears outthe barn at home when he 
goes to the shows and his line up 
offered some real contenders.

12 oz. and has averaged over a can 


of milk a day for two weeks. This 
great production was all on two milk- 
ings a day and with the same feed 
and cars as the balance of the herd, 
running at pasture in “after feed” and 
getting three quarts of a regular dairy 
grain mixture twice a day., together 
with what millett hay she will eat. 
She has a normal Holstein test of 
from 3.3 to 3.4% fat. Mr. Price writes 
that she has freshened seven times 
and is only eight years old. She was 
dry only five weeks before last fresh- 
ening, with only six days over a year 
between the two calvings. She rep- 
resents the sixth generation of Maple- 
holm breeding and has three daugh- 
ters in the herd. She is described as 
a cow of beautiful conformation, 
evenly marked, of docile disposition 
and one that loves to be petted. Mr. 
Price says it is cows like her that 
make the Holstein breed so popular. 





Wm. Clarkson of Weston, another 
exhibitor with a lone entry, had the 
winning heifer in a class of twenty- 
three senior yearlings. This heifer 
was from Eaton Hall Dixie Butternut, 
one of the first females purchased by 
Mr. Clarkson at the time of making 
his start with Holsteins three years 
ago. 

Equally pleased with Mr. Clarkson, 
was Manager P. L. Whytock of Eaton 
Hall Farm, who bred the dam of this 
winning heifer. We note also that 
Eaton Hall had a splendid win in the 
Percheron classes, taking the much 
coveted “get of sire’? award on a 
group of three animals, which were 
got by their eight-year-old imported 
sire Fletan 36672. There were 


seven entries in this group compe- 
tition.

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Between the judging at Illinois 
and Wisconsin State Fairs, I had a 
little time available and spent it very 
interestingly visiting some of the 
good herds of the former state. Al- 
bert Wolf made this program doubly 
pleasant by inviting me to ride home 
with him from Springfield and make 
the Hotel Baker at St. Charles, my 
headquarters. This metropolitan ho- 
tel, located in a small town, is al- 
ways a treat in itself. Here also is 
headquarters for the Tri-County Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders’ Association, 
most active unit of the Illinois Asso- 
ciation. Wolf is the go-getting presi- 
dent of the organization and editor 
of its news letter, the best of its 
kind we have seen. 


It had been sometime since I had 
seen the new Silver Glen herd, 
which Mr. E. J. Baker is building 
up again under Albert Wolf’s man- 
agement.

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Arbu Dispersing Herd 


The Holstein breeders of the coun- 
try learn with regret of the decision 
of the heirs of the late Arthur H. Buhl 
to disperse the Holstein herd which 
for the past eleven years has been 
known as one of the finest small 
herds of the country. The herd was 
founded by Mr. Buhl in 1925 and until 
his recent death it was his pride and 
joy as it developed into one of the 
outstanding Holstein breeding estab- 
lishments of its size in the country. 
Seldom carrying much over 50 head 
of all ages, the herd has been built 
up on the old established principle of 
preeding, feeding and weeding and 
the 49 head in the herd today are an 
all-quality lot with no tail-enders. 

Strict attention has always been 
paid to herd health end the herd has 
peen T. B. accredited for many years. 
Arbu was one of the pioneers in blood 
testing work and has been certified as 
Bang-free for a considerable period. 
One has only to look at the udders of 
the twenty milking age females, even 
the old matrons ten to thirteen years 
old, to know that there is no mastitis 
or other udder diseases. 


Several of the early foundation fe- 
males and the first herd sire were pur- 
chased in the Murphy Farms Dis- 
persal in the fall of 1925, these pur- 
chasers including a son and two 
daughters of Pride of Sir Piets and 
several other animals of Ormsby 
breeding. A few years later, two 
young herd sires were purchased from 
Moschip’s North Star herd, both sons 
of King Mabel Segis Korndyke from 
great North Star brood cows. These 
two bulls, North Star King Mabel 
Kaye and North Star King Mabel 
Fayne, brought into the breeding pic- 
ture the old foundation combination 
of King Segis, Pontiac Korndyke and 
Hengerveld De Kol blood which many 
breeders have found to be an ideal 
combination with the Ormsbys. 


The present herd sire goes back to 
intensified Ormsby breeding. He is 
King Bessie Man-O-War Black Gold, a 
grandson of both King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje and Man-O-War. In fact he 
is a son of King Bessie Ormsby Hazel- 
wood from the highest record two- 
year-old daughter of Man-O-War, his 
dam, Empire Ormsby Josephine, with 
874 lbs. fat and 4% test as a two- 
year-old, being considered by the 
Schmidts as one of their greatest 
prospects for a large mature record at 
some later lactation. “Black Gold” 
himself was first prize bull calf at 
Minnesota State Fair in 1933, 
was first yrize junior yearling 
and junio: champion at  Mich- 
igan State Fair 1934 and first prize 
two-year-old at Michigan in 1935, 
where one of his oldest sons in the 
herd was junior champion.

This 
daughter of Pride of Sir Piets has a 
pair of twin daughters in tke herd, 
sired by “Black Gold” that would at- 
tract attention in any group of calves. 


Two other old timers are the two 
maternal sisters, Colantha Mutual 
Fobes and Mountain Ash Colantha 
Ormsby, that showed together for 
three successive years as the Reserve 
All-American Produce. The older of 
the two, Colantha Mutual Fobes, a 
prize winner at the National in her 
day, has a life record in A. R. and H. 
I. R. work of over 131,000 lbs. milk 
in nine lactations, and she is the foun- 
dation cow of a remarkable family 
group at Arbu, where she now has 
four daughters, the oldest of which 
also has three daughters in the herd. 
The younger sister, Mountain Ash Co- 
lantha Ormsby, a granddaughter of 
Sir P. O. M. 37th, will be remembered 
as Reserve All-American senior year- 
ling in 1928 and Reserve All-Ameri- 
can two-year-old in 1929. She heads a 
splendid three-generation group of 
females in the herd.

An All Kansas Show

The Holstein Division at the Kansas 
State Fair was an all Kansas show 
again this year. Forty-eight exhibit- 
ors brought ninety-eight head of Hol- 
steins from seven of the eight dis- 
tricts of Kansas. These breeders hav- 
ing qualified their cattle to compete in 
the district group, by having par- 
ticipated in the various district spring 
black and white shows. 

Professor E. N. Hansen of Iowa 
State College at Ames, Iowa, who did 
a very efficient job of placing, found 
a group of rather uneven bulls in the 
bull-calf class as the show opened. In 
the senior yearling class however 
Professor Hansen found a calf in the 
Ira Romig and son entry, Forum Sty- 
lish Monogram who had a lot of style, 
with a good masculine head, showing 
a lot of breed type and _ character. 
Except for being a bit rough at tail 
and not so deep in flank as we would 
like, this bull is very well balanced 
and made a very good senior cham- 
pion. In the second place entry 
owned by the Meyer Dairy at Basehor, 
Kansas, Spring Rock Butter Boy Star, 
as well as the third place entry, 
Meirkord Billy Colantha owned by H. 
J. Meirkord, Linn., Kansas. He had 
two well grown bulls, with lots of size 
and stretch, but lacked in style and 
flash, and was a bit plain in head and 
neck as compared with the first prize 
animal. 


The Aged Bull class brought out the 
outstanding bull of the show in the 
five-year-old, Sir Billy Ormsby De 
Kol owned by Omer Perrault of Mor- 
ganville, Kansas. “Billy” as he is 
known to those who worked with him 
is a well balanced bull, with scale 
and symentry, having a very mascu- 
line head, possessing breed type and 
breediness, coupled up with a lot of 
smoothness for a bull of his size. 
“Billy” was Professor Hansens’ unani- 
mous choice for grand champion with 
the reserved senior champion, Shung- 
avalley Ormsby Beets being reserved 
grand champion. Shungavalley Ormsby 
Beets owned by Clarence Tangeman 
of Newton, Kansas, placed second. 
This is a bull with a lot of scale and 
smoothness, but lacked, somewhat in 
the breed character and balance of 
the top bull and had to be contended 
with second place. Spring Rock Cu 
lantha Ormsby owned by the Meyer 
Dairy, the third place bull, was a 
milky looking bull, but lacked the size 
and style of the other two bulls. 

The female classes as a whole were 
more uniform than the bull classes. 
The Romig entry, Shungavalley Rose 
Colantha was an easy top line in the 
heifer calf club. This heifer carried 
a very refined head, a strong top line, 
a well filled heart, with a good spring 
of rib, and a deep barrel. Carrying out 
a long smooth rump, being very 
smooth over the tail. Lady Best 
Burke Conductor owned by Darrell 
Bechtelheimer and Lady Butter-King 
Homestead owned by June Beyler (a 
club heifer) stood second and third 
respectfully. These two heifers were 
a pair of strong, well developed heif- 


ers, but lacked the smoothness and 
balance of the first prize entry. Pro- 
fessor Hansen liked Colantha Blos- 
som Beauty Queen, a very milky look- 
ing heifer, who had made up a well 
balanced udder, prior to freshness in 
his top in the senior yearling heifer 
class. This heifer doesn’t have how- 
ever the spring of rib you would like 
and is a bit rough over her rump, but 
she does not possess a lot of dairy 
temperment. Behastago entry and the 
Appleman entry who stood second and 
third respectfully were well balanced 
heifers, but, not being so far along in 
calf they were dropped under the 
Park entry. 

The aged cow class brought out a 
string of good old producing dairy 
cows, who had records under ordinary 
farm care up as high as seven hun- 
dred ten pounds of butterfat. Some 
of them however lacked in size and 
their age was telling on them. The 
first place entry, Carmen Homestead 
Ormsby Girl was lacking in some in 
scale, but was showing as much bloom 
as any, and was showing more dairy 
temperament. In second place was 
Pauline Ollie Polkadot, owned by H. 
J. Meirkord who has twice been grand 
champion at this show. However she 
was showing somewhat out of condi- 
tion and was not up to her usual 
bloom. 

The three and four year old class 
brought out the grand champion in 
Shungavalley Creamelle owned by Ira 
Romig and Son. She is a young cow 
with type, scale, depth of body and 
coupled with a lot of style and flash. 
Her udder is well veined and very 
well balanced. All in all she was the 
popular ringside candidate for grand 
champion honors as well as Professor 
Hansen’s choice. The reserved grand 
champion was put on Inka _ Lyons 
Netherland class, a beautifully _ bal- 
anced two year old owned by Henry 
Hatesol of Greenleaf, Kansas. 

There was no more spectacular part 
of the show than the district groups, 
which were seven in number. Each 
group consisted of ten head of the 
finest animals of their district, and 
they were truly worthy of their own- 
ers efforts. These seventy head _ of 
Holsteins, as they were being placed 
by groups, gave every Kansas_ Hol- 
stein breeder present a real thrill of 
gratitude and satisfaction as he saw 
them in the arena. As they were the 
climax of a great Holstein show made 
Vossible by the cooperative efforts of 
Holstein breeders from every nook 
and corner of Kansas.

NEW TEST FOR MASTITIS 


A new test which promises to be 
4 useful means of detecting mas- 
titis, a troublesome and_ costly 
disease of dairy cattle, has been de- 
veloped by research workers of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. The 
new method is known as the ‘“‘Hotis 
test,” named after its originator, R. 
P. Hotis, of the Bureau of Dairy In- 
dustry, who died soon after con- 


ducting most of the experimental 
work.

Although the method has been 
applied only on a limited basis thus 
far, Department officials plan to give 
it practical field tests to determine its 
adaptability under various condi- 
tions, for the diagnosis of mastitis 
in dairy herds. A simple accurate 
test for the detection of this disease 
in its early and latent stages has 
long been sought. 


Mastitis, especially in dairy cows, 
has been a problem for many years. 
It is a disease of the milk glands 
which often results in abnormal milk 
and changes in the udder tissue in 
the animals infected. Large num- 
bers of cows have been slaughtered 
because their udders have been so 
badly damaged as to make them un- 
fit for milk production. 

The trained veterinarian or in- 
spector can often detect this disease 
by clinical symptoms that are ap- 
parent to the eye, or by careful ex- 
amination with the hands. But 
there are certain early and latent 
stages in which the udder may be 
infected with the causative organ- 
isms and yet a definite diagnosis may 
be difficult or impossible under usual 
methods. 


A number of laboratory tests 
have been used to indicate such 
abnormal milk. Such tests include 
the direct microscopic examination, 
leucoyte count, chloride test, brom- 
thymol-blue test, catalase test, and 
bacteriological culture methods on 
certain diffrential media. Usually 
two or more of these tests have been 
used together, as one test may show 
a reaction where others fail. 

The new test brought out by the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry is believed 
to be more accurate than any other 
heretofore used. In addition it is 
comparatively simple and requires 
little equipment, thus allowing the 
handling of a large number of sam- 
ples at one time. 

Briefly the test consists in adding 
0.5 ce of a sterile O.5-percent aque- 
ous solution of brom-cresol-purple 
(dibromorthocresolsulphonphthalein) 
to 9.5 ce of milk previously meas- 
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ured into a sterile test tube. The 
tube is inverted several times to 
mix the contents and is then incu- 
bated for 24 hours at 37.5 degrees C. 
When the dye and. milk are first 
mixed, the mixture is a purple color. 
{f streptococci are present, the color 
changes during the incubation pe- 
riod from purple to a greenish or 
yellow shade as the result of acid 
production from the lactose. Fur- 
themore, if Streptococcus agalactiae 
is present, small flakes or balls of 
growth, from 0.5 to 4 mm in di- 
ameter, usually form on the side of 
the tube. These growths are usually 
canary-yellow and are quite distinc- 
tive. In a series of 753 samples the 
reactions by this test were in agree- 
ment with the blood-agar method in 
94.6 percent of the samples. 


This method has not yet been 
successfully adapted to the examin- 
ation of mixed or herd samples. It 
is especially valuable with the milk 
from individual cows and separate 
samples from each quarter of the 
udder. Care must be taken to col- 
lect the samples directly from the 
cow and as aseptically as possible to 
prevent external contamination. 


For field work, sterile test tubes 
(12 mm diameter) graduated for 9.5 
cc, brom-cresol-purple, and a sterile 
pipette for the indicator may be car- 
ried in a case. Samples may be 
drawn, the indicator added, and 
when the day’s work is over the 
tubes may be carried back to the 
laboratory for incubation. 


By the use of this test it appears 
that incipient or latent infections 
with the mastitis streptococcus may 
be quickly detected. This will allow 
segregation of the infected animals 
and permit prompt methods to pre- 
vent spreading. Infected cows should 
be milked last and the milker should 
rinse his hands in a chlorine solution 
after milking each cow. If milking 
machines are used, the teat cups 
should be rinsed thoroughly with 
water, then with a chlorine solution, 
before they are placed on the next 
animal.

The Holstein breeders of Stanis- 
laus County, California, scored a big 
success with their sale on October 3, 
at Turlock, Calif., when 60 head of 
registered Holsteins brought a total 
of $9,305, with $430 for top female 
and $425 for top bull. The sale was 
under the management of Harlan 
Dailey of Los Angeles, whose man- 
agement of the California State Sale 
this past summer attracted so much 
favorable attention. W. H. Adams & 
Son of Salt Lake City, cried the sale. 
The offerings came from ten of the 
good herds of the county, which is 
one of California’s most highly de- 
veloped Holstein centers. 

Both the top animals came from 
the herd of E. E. Freeman, Modesto, 
Calif., and both stayed in Stanislaus 
County. The top female was Triune 
Supreme Rose, great record daughter 
of King Triune Supreme Rose from 
a splendid daughter of Triune Alex- 
ina Ormsby. She was one of a num- 
ber of good ones purchased in this 
sale by Decker Bros., Turlock, Calif., 
who were also heavy consignors as 
well as liberal purchasers. The top 
bull, King Skylark Inka, a yearling 
with much the same combination otf 
breeding as the top female, went to 
Arnold Kaiser, Modesto, Calif., who 
has one of the good CTA herds of 
the county.

“A bull consigned in our County 
sale went to the McGrath Estate at

It probably 
is not your policy to advise any 
breeder what to do for a future herd 
sire, but we have a notion to get 
another calf from either Return or 
the 62nd at Maytags as you say, we 
have the only Man-O-War breeding 
on the coast, and now have six years 
the start of any one else. The Man- 
O-War heifers are coming in with 
milking and testing. Our herd av- 
erage of 493.8 last year, I hope, will 


look small next year. 


Our friend, Dr. Heizer, thinks we 
should be thinking about maintain- 
ing a 400-lb. herd average, and not 
be thinking about a 600-lb. average. 

“We do not expect to have a 600- 
lb. average for a long time, but can 
easily see where it is possible, even 
with 60 or 80 cows to get up to that 
high point. 

“Right now we only have four 
cows that have not made over 400 
lbs. even as two-year-olds. Of course 
with a 600-lb. average, the breed- 
ing condition would have to be per- 
fect, it is something to look for- 
ward to.’’

The Government Testing Program 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry is 
taking a more active part in the de- 
velopment of Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Associations than ever before 
and is starting a project to identify 
all animals in association herds 
throughout the United States, with a 
permanent record of every animal to 
be kept in Washington. This will be 
a great thing for the improvement of 
the dairy cattle of the country. Fail- 
ure to identify the animals and lack 
of any permanent record have been 
the two great drawbacks to the local 
testing associations and with these 
properly taken care of much more 
can be accomplished. The whole 
plan is one of cooperation between 
the government and the states and 
will lead to adoption of uniform 
rules and methods throughout the 
country, a very desirable and import- 
ant Ghange. More than 80% of 
the animals tested in these herds are 
grades and hence identification has 
been difficult. All of these animals 
will be ear tagged and recorded with 
the Washington office so that grade 
as well as purebred daughters of a 
sire may be used in proving his value 
as a herd sire. Establishment of 
this plan on a good working basis 
in all the states will be a big job 
but very much worth while. 

One thing further will then be 
necessary for rapid progress in im- 
proving our great dairy herd over the 
country — a big increase in testing. 
Those countries that have made 
marked improvement in dairy herd 
production have accomplished it by 
testing a large percentage of herds 
year after year and we can only hope 
to achieve success in the same way. 
We must test year after year and 
we must test many, many more 
herds, and this is just as true of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed as it is for 
the common herd. This new de- 
velopment on the part of the federal 
and state agencies is more than a 
challenge to the recognized breeds 
of dairy cattle; it is a genuine threat, 
and unless we go to work, with the 
spirit of determination that does not 
recognize defeat, and keep our lev- 
els of production well above the 
grade herds, we will be sunk with- 
out a trace. 


All of the animals in these grade 
herds that adopt this testing program 
sponsored by the government will 
become registered animals to all in- 
tents and purposes, with records of 
lineage and production on file in 
Washington. The grade Holstein 
herds in cow testing associations av- 
erage well over 300 lbs. butterfat 
per cow annually as compared to the 
general average of 158 lbs. for all 
cows in the United States. These 
grade Holstein herds owe their su- 
perior producing ability over the 
common herds of the country to the 
use of registered sires and to con- 
tinued practice of rigid culling of 
low producers. Holstein breeders 
who realize the significance of this 
new development will plan to keep 
well in the lead by following a sound 
breeding program based on continu- 
ous testing and it will be necessary 





to adopt such a plan to retain leader- 
ship for the future. 


Advanced Registry Classification A 


Tests to go into Herd Averages 

As a result of action taken by the 
delegates at the Indianapolis meet- 
ing, a change has been made in the 
rules which permits the production 
of cows tested for Advanced Regis- 
try in Classification A to be included 
with the rest of the herd in figuring 
the herd average. This change was 
recommended to the Board of Direc- 
tors by the Convention in the adop- 
tion of the Schell resolution. Under 
this new rule, cows milked four times 
a day for Advanced Registry test 
are included with the rest of the 
herd in figuring the herd average 
and their records will appear in the 
Red Book as Classification A _ rec- 
ords. Milking four times a day is 
not permitted in the Herd Test ex- 
cept when cows are also on Advanced 
Registry test. 


Herd Classification 

Since January ist, we have classi- 
fied 20 herds, including 499 animals, 
with 15 Excellent, 76 Very Good, 174 
Good Plus, 190 Good, 43 Fair and 1 
Poor. This brings the total of classi- 
field animals to 4,501 to date. These 
20 herds are located in 9 states, Col- 
orado leading with 9, followed by 
Idaho with 3 and New York with 
2, and one each in Michigan, Indiana, 
Texas, Vermont, Massachusetts and 
Connecticut. Fourteen of the 20 
herds are in the Herd Test and the 
6 not yet entered are all Colorado 
herds. We believe in Herd Classifi- 
cation; it is worth while to record 
the type and quality of your animals 
by having your herd classified just as 
you record their production in the 
Herd Test. The use of Herd Classi- 
fication along with the Herd Test 
makes an ideal combination for de- 
veloping and improving the herd and 
provides for two of the most import- 
ant features of a constructive breed- 
ing program. We are glad to see 
this renewed interest in Herd Classi- 
fication and hope the good work will 
continue. 


Prussic Acid Polsoning 


For many years we have known 
that many plants, including sorg- 
ums, kaffir, sudan and Johnson 
grass, develop prussic acid, a most 
deadly poison, during a season of 
drought and numerous losses have 
been reported during the past few 
weeks where cattle were turned in 
to pasture or broke into fields where 
these crops were growing. Feeding 
these same crops when cured has al- 
ways been considered safe, but a let- 
ter from Assistant Dairy Husband- 
man A. G. Van Horn of the Govern- 
ment Experiment Station at Wood- 
ward, Okla., shows that this practice 
is dangerous, also. He writes as fol- 
lows: “You will note from the milk 
reports for July that seven of our 
cows were dead on July 29. Seven- 
teen cows were turned into the yard 
where they are regularly kept at 
10:20 P. M., July 28. They were 
fed four bales of well cured alfalfa 
hay, one bale of which contained 
some Johnson grass. Next morning 


at 5 A. M., seven of the cows were 
dead and cold. Later developments 
and a laboratory test of the Johnson 
grass in the hay showed that it cop. 
tained hydrocyanic (prussic) acid jp 
a quantity sufficient to prove fata] to 
a mature animal if only a gmajj 
quantity of the hay was eaten. This 
result from the cured hay wag ep. 
tirely unexpected, as dried plants of 
sorgum, sudan grass and Johnson 
grass were considered safe to feeq 
as hay or fodder even though they 
occasionally produce hydrocyanic 
acid when eaten in the green state.” 


Comparing Herd Test With Advanced 
Registry Records 

One of our breeders who is making 
a very careful study of records in 
selecting a herd sire wrote us a few 
days ago. He has a number of daugh- 
ters of one bull whose Herd Test 
daughters average around 13,009 
lbs. milk and 440 lbs. fat, M. B. 
Basis, and is breeding them to a gon 
of another sire whose daughters ay- 
erage over 17,000 lbs. milk and 650 
lbs. of fat when figured to maturity 
and Classification B, with the ex- 
pectation of getting a good increase 
in production. There is one great 
difference here which he hag appar- 
ently overlooked, however; the 650- 
lb. fat average is based on Advanced 
Registry records. In Advanced Reg. 
istry test the cows may be selected 
while the Herd Test takes them all, 
regardless of condition of flesh, calv- 
ing troubles and other difficulties 
which may develop. In Advanced 
Registry testing cows may be fitted 
before freshening and if anything 
happens at calving they need not be 
started on test. Not so in the Herd 
Test, where they must go on year 
after year as long as they stay in 
the herd. The basic differences in 
the two forms of test are so great 
that the results are not directly com- 
parable and we would suggest that 
you keep this in mind when studying 
the averages of the daughters of one 
sire tested in the Herd Test as com- 
pared with the average for the 
daughters of another sire whose rec- 
ords were made in Advanced Regis- 
try.

The Junior classes showed up 
well on Saturday, the opening day 
of the fair. The groups which ex- 
hibited 4-H heifers were the Cache 
county boys with a splendid group 
from Smithfield, the Salt Lake 4-H 
girls club from Salt Lake R. D. No. 
2, and the 4-H Manila Club from 
Utah county. Eldridge Warnick of 
Manila won the grand championship 
with a lovely 2-year-old heifer. 


The showmanship class was one of 
unusual interest with all breeds com- 
peting. When the placing was 
complete, the Holstein boy, Junior 
Plowman from Cache coanty was 
declared the winner. A copy of Hol- 
stein-Friesian History was awarded 
to members winning in each class 48 
follows: Elizabeth Woodbury, Salt 
Lake R. D. No. 2; Eldridge Warnick, 
Pleasant Grove R. F. D.; Glen 
Stumm, Tremonton; Glen Nelson, 
Smithfield; Junior Plowman, Smith- 
field: and Richard swensen of 
Pleasant Grove R. F. D. 
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Some breeders will breed, feed, test and 
weed. They omit the most important 
thing in the program and that is, keep- 
ing the cows breeding regular. They 
depend on heat periods. A cow might 
have a very short heat period and not 
be detected. Heat periods might be irre- 
gular, false heat periods. Cows come in 
heat at all stages of pregnancy. We have 
made the examination of these cows and 
diagnosing pregnancy so easy that our 
students marvel at their success. At the 
school we hang cows in a standing posi- 
tion where the students work on these 
clean warm carcasses and get the correct 
locations and actually do the work, where 
they can see and feel with their naked 
hands. When the students go home they 
are surprised that the cows actually hold 
their tails up and make very little re- 
sistance at these examinations. At the 
school we have these organs in all stages 
of pregancy where they get the size and 
touch that really makes this work easy 
for them. These men never draw a drop 
of blood and the cows work with them. 
The cow stands in the’ stanchion and 
rarely ever moves. The student can feel 
the organs by our plan as plainly as if 
he were feeling them through a silk 
handkerchief. A dozen cows can be ex- 
amined and treated if necessary within 
an hour. They diagnose pregnancy at 
the right time. If the cow is not with 
calf she is easily treated so that she will 
come in heat and be bred with very little 
loss of time. Many cows and especially 
heifers slip a calf at an early stage which 
is not noticed after the breeder has con- 
cluded that she was safely with calf. 
This does happen in the cleanest of 
herds. It only requires a little time to 
produce a full crop of calves. It is not 
necessary to wait for the cow to get into 
the chronic class, then finally send her to 
the butcher. How many breeders dry up 
cows only to find them barren. We are 
very anxious to have prospective students 
visit our students. They will make the 
statement that examination and diagnos- 
ing pregnancy was the surprise of their 
lives. This work is all new. It was de- 
veloped by the manger of this school. 
In the average good herd it requires from 
15 to 18 months between calving dates. 
Many of our beef cattle students are pro- 
ducing calves on an average of 10% 
months. Dairy herds a calf annually. 
This work can only be done by the 
breeder or herdsman who is with the 
cows constantly as certain things must 
be done at the right time. 


The real Barren Cow Treatment is 
often spoken of as the greatest of all 
breeding discoveries. It is not necessary 
that the student worry about cystic 
Ovaries, yellow bodies and a lot of other 
unnecessary things. This treatment is 
very scientific, yet made so plain that 
thousands of average breeders are 
actually doing it. It is not a question of 
big words or theory but what these hard 
headed breeders want is calves. The best 
evidence that we can produce is that the 
student is actually doing the work him- 
self A treatment can be made in 20 
minutes and the entire cost of that treat- 
ment will be less than a thin dime. At 
the school we have generative organs 


that have been ruined beyond repair from 
other treatments. Our students are 
thoroughly drilled on carefulness, kind- 
ness and what not to do. They never use 
strong drugs. It is hard to make one of 
our students believe that it was an acci- 
dent when that good old cow had been 
treated for months or years without re- 
sults, then after he had treated her and 
the cow settled at the first service and 
delivered a good strong rugged calf. It 
is still more convincing when he has a 
dozen or more in that same class. The 
writer has had a lot of experience with 
all kinds of barren cows and mares dur- 
ing the past 35 years. This has been his 
hobby. He has spent a fortune for in- 
vestigations and it is his conclusion that 
this is the only treatment that will 
redeem a large percentage of these 
chronic barren cows. After he made this 
big discovery he tried to shorten the 
number of treatments, but the percentage 
was too small. It requires a treatment 
each week for 10 weeks for the barren 
cow of several months or years standing. 
If there was a better plan we would use 
it. It only requires a little work to keep 
the cows and heifers working. 


It is interesting to see how our stu- 
dents work. Here we have the keenest 
attention for five days and four nights 
dealing with a handful of organs. It is 
just one surprise after another how this 
work can be made so plain. It has taken 
25 years to translate the technical terms 
to the breeders language. The instructors 
are careful not to use terms that the 
breeders do not understand. The work 
has been condensed. These men make 
good students as they realize what it 
means to them. They are _ especially 
interested in how we aid nature. 

We furnish printed material at the 
school including charts, printed notes and 
a note book. We use considerable care in 
giving notes to see that the notes are 
correct. The instructors are careful that 
no outside statements are made as it 
might be confusing. After each lecture 
the students ask questions and any point 
not made clear is explained or demon- 
started more fully. 


For 25 years we have guaranteed to 
give the student satisfactory results. If 
the student fails to do the work, after a 
fair trial, an instructor will be sent to 
the farm and make that student success- 
ful. If he does not get value received 
the carfare and tuition will be refunded. 
Frank B. Graham makes a sworn state- 
ment that out of the thousands of breed- 
ers and herdsmen only three cattle men 
and one horse man have ever intimated 
that they wanted their money back. Only 
one of these admitted that he could not 
do the work. This is a record that we 
are very proud of. Only those who at- 
tend can realize what a great effort is 
put forth to make these men successful. 
We have a wonderful system; we hold 
these schools from October to April year 
after year. A lecture that would normally 
take three hours is condensed and de- 
livered in 20 minutes. It is useless to 
give these men a lot of worthless ma- 
terial. We have admitted a number of 
the best instructors from leading Agricul- 
ture Colleges. It is not our fault that 


some may be jealous of the success of 
our students. We believe we have a right 
to teach new material that we have de- 
veloped. We want to thank the four 
year Agricultural College graduates for 
their support. Here we have the cream 
of the live stock industry. They are 
flocking to us by the hundreds. They 
were not expected to get much of this 
work as this fleld is not supposed to be 
covered by the animal husbandry divi- 
sion of the Agricultural Colleges. 


We are equally as thankful to our 
students whose early education has been 
neglected making it impossible for them 
to enter a recognized college. They can 
come here and get the information that 
they need, otherwise these men would 
be kept very largely in the dark. This 
school covers a field all its own. It is a 
school for breeders and herdsmen only. 


In our catalog we go into greater de- 
tail giving a lot of information that 
breeders should have. We print photo- 
graphs of each entire class identifying 
each one with his name and address so 
that other breeders can go and see them. 
They are always glad to show their clean 
herds; they are proud of their success 
and they are making money. We do not 
single out a few of our best students, 
they are all successful. Ask only our 
students about this school as they are the 
only ones that know anything about it. 
They are interested in helping other 
breeders.

One herd I know of, nearly equals 
the capacity for milk production the 
number of cows they have milked 
for years, covering quite a sizable 
milk route. This particular milk is 
being advertised in the Art Gravure 
section of our local Sunday paper, 
and their trade is fast increasing to 
the depreciation of their other milk 
trade. 


One may well wonder why another 
can get 50c to even 75c a quart for 
goat’s milk. The answer is, the pub- 
licity the producers give to their 
product,—not the goats. They are 
actually covering the same ground 
of argument as do Holstein milk 
producers, (when they do argue), 
and so far as I know from analysis 
of considerable goats’ milk,—none 
at all at present—from actual feed- 
ing experiments, I fail to see why, 
or wherein their product is superior 
to Holstein or Ayrshire milk. 


While the milk goat has probably 
been, as long in America as the dairy 
cow it seems that the present sus- 
ceptibility to try goat’s milk lies in 
the same story that would sell Hol- 
stein or Ayrshire milk if the owners 
of the two mentioned breeds would 
actually tell the story. Doctors lis- 
ten to these stories and try goats’ 
milk; then they find it agreeable to 
a patient, they are apt to say,— 
“that’s what goat’s milk will do.’’ 
Now based upon what this milk 
seems to do, and fairly, may do, and 
because there is so much less of this 
product than that from the dairy 
cow, certain people pay what may be 
called a ‘“‘fancy price’ for it,—most 
of it being consumed by persons 
with real or fancied ailments. 

I am not disaparaging this eco- 
nomic producer of wholesome milk, 
—I am trying to show that we have 
waited too long to tell of the supe- 
rior merits of Holstein milk over 
other milks,—even goat’s milk; we 
are trailing along behind; like 
horses in a running race it is dif- 
ficult to overtake the leader, but the 
gap can be closed if the trailers run 
like Helen chasing the chickens. So 
far as I am concerned, there isn’t 
a thing about goat’s milk doing the 
things claimed for it that cannot be 
done by Holstein milk,—except it 
comes from a goat. 

There are goats,—individuals, and 
as a breed that give very rich milk, 
and others that give so-called ‘‘thin 
milk;’”’ that milk I have examined 
as being best suited to persons suf- 
fering from malnutrition, gastritis, 
and poor digestion, has invariably 
been the “‘thin milk’? variety,— about 
3.2%, and this fact may be the whole 
answer. 

Almost everything now advertised 
by radio makes reference to improved 
personal appearance of the _ user; 
even the smoking of cigarettes adds 
to one’s health, and on one program 
sponsored by a cigarette maker, the 
announcer boldly states that “they 
sweeten the breath.”’ On this basis, 
I suppose that a salesman of old- 
fashioned fertilizer while enumer- 
ating its accomplishments might add 
that it too, ‘‘sweetens tue soil.” 

Returning to the subject of per- 
sonal appearance,—beauty; it is my 
honest opinion and belief that the 
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drinking of Holstein milk will do 
more toward creating beauty than 
any other single item commercially 
extolled for this purpose. 


Quite immediately pops into my 
mind a statem.nt by that prince of 
writers and humorists, — Charles 
Dudley Warner when he commented 
upon a certain Nova Scotia river, the 
waters in which the ebbing tide had 
carried out to sea, so that there was 
a hideous gash of muck and mud 
between two high, angular banks. 
Gazing upon the place with sad- 
dened eyes, he said in mournful 
voice,—“‘I never realized how much 
beauty water added to a river.”’ 


Well knowing what wonderful re- 
sults milk can accomplish in a liv- 
ing body, I want to paraphrase Mr. 
Warner’s’ statement, and say that 
after seeing many miraculous results, 
“T never before realized what beauty 
Holstein milk added to a _ pretty 
woman.” 


On reading the quoted line before 
me,—it looks like mighty good ad- 
vertising copy; and if the suggested 
use of Holstein milk will add beauty 
to the many pretty women, it seems 
more than likely that Holstein milk 
will improve the appearance of the 
few women who may not qualify as 
pretty. 


* * * 


The Composition of Milk as 
viewed by the contemplative pro- 
ducer-distributor, is a highly com- 
plicated one; to the average dairy- 
man, he is more directly interested 
in its subdivision of solids and fat. 
When the percentage of each is 
known, the difference between the 
fat and solids,—often called total 
solids,—is expressed as “solids not 
fat.’’ These three classifications usu- 
ally constitute the basis for the 
chemical standards in our milk 
laws; the factors thus employed are 
the minimum standards, — conse- 
quently as they appear in the stat- 
utes, they may not be representa- 
tive of normal milk. Take for in- 
stance where the law calls for a 
12% solids and 3% fat; such an 
instance might cause one to re- 
mark, ‘‘No cow produces such milk.”’ 


The dairyman watches his solids 
and fat,—particularly the small pro- 
caucer-distributor with no convenient 
way of standardizing his milk to uni- 
formity, as the large distributor has. 
It is in such cases,—as is true of the 
producer selling his distributor,— 
that he gets a rather wide variation 
in fat percentage, which of course af- 
fects both the total solids and the 
solids not fat. Often a producer may 
wonder how can this be, with the 
same herd of cows fed and cared for 
in exactly the same way as when the 
tests were better. There may be 
many conditions, any one of which 
may be the answer for the varia- 
tion. 


First of all, fat is the most vari- 
able constituent in milk; this is par- 
ticularly noted whenever a dairyman 
has his cows on official test or mem- 
bership in testing associations. There 
is some variation in the protein and 
in the milk sugar content, but usu- 
ally it is far less than the variation 
of the fat, It is not uncommon to 
find instances wherein the milk from 
the same herd that usually tests 
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above the legal standard, 


is fo 
below,—both in solids and in roe 
consequently the solids not fat wij 


also be lowered. Such milk may be 
genuine, but not being of |egaj 
standard, may be deemed to be ady}. 
terated or to be sub-standard milk 
or milk not of legal standard, ae. 
cording to the reading of the milk 
act. In this St-te prior to the pres. 
ent milk act, any milk below the 
legal factors for solids or fat wag 
called adulterated, and tne seller of 
such milk was made a criminal upon 
conviction. The present milk act 
now makes it mandatory to prove 
that milk not of legal standard hag 
actually been adulterated or not: jf 
low test milk proves to be senuine, 
(free from adulteration), then the 
seller jis cautioned that he must 
bring his product up to legal re- 
quirements within sixty days: fajl- 
ing to do this, he may be prosecuted 
for selling sub-standard miik, and 
while this is bad enough, he is no 
longer branded and advertised ag 
having committed a criminal act. 


It is the general opinion that herd 
milk is of legal requirement. This 
may be so when the herd is a large 
one, but smaller herds sometimes do 
fall below the legal factors required 
of milk. 

The composition of milk is in- 
fluenced by the breed as is well 
known; some are high in solids and 
fat,—others lower. When milk laws 
are enacted wherein the standard is 
set on the basis of high test milk, 
it is an injustice to certain other 
breeds,—particularly our own. A 
law calling for a high test milk does 
not make the digestive organs of all 
consumers accept it,—in fact, the re- 
sults to some persons certainly com- 
mit an illegal act according to the 
“laws of health.” (I think that our 
mutual friend, Frank N. Decker, 
may admit that these latter laws are 
more exacting than these of the stat- 
utes of his profession). 


There is a preponderance of testi- 
mony to show that lower testing 
milk such as that from our Holstein 
cattle, is universally more service- 
able as food, than that from the high 
test type of dairy cattle. This be- 
ing true, milk laws should be 
framed to properly include,—not ex- 
clude,—milk from the lesser testing 
breeds. It would not interfere with 
high testing milk, but actually would 
benefit it, particularly as the sale of 
milk is now being quite generally 
made upon a weight and test basis. 

Again, quoting from Tocher, 
“Variations in Composition of Milk, 
—‘Friesian cows give a_ larger 
amount of fat per milking than Ayr- 
shire and other cows, although the 
average percentage of fat for Fries- 
ian milk is 3.62 as against 4.08 for 
Ayrshire and 3.82 for other cows. 
(English Holsteins and Ayrshires).
